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REMARKS : 

Claims 1,3, and 5 are currently being considered, of which claim 5 has been amended herein. 
Claim 4 has been canceled herein, without prejudice or disclaimer as to its subject matter. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 5 sets forth allowable subject matter. 

The Examiner has objected to claim 5 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, and 
has noted that claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims . Accordingly, claim 5 has been amended in a manner 
intended to overcome this objection. Applicant respectfully submits that this objection to claim 5 
should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 3 under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by USP 
6,236.035 (Saar '035) . 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 1 and 3, for the following reasons. 

The Examiner has suggested that Saar '035 "would output a plurality of driving currents, a 

driving current for each emitter" (Office Action mailed February 21, 2006, page 3, lines 1-3). 

However, the Examiner has not demonstrated that Saar '035 would output "a plurality of values of 
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driving current" as set forth in claim 1 . In other words, the Examiner has not demonstrated that Saar 
'035 outputs anything other than one value for driving currents. Claim 1 sets forth "a plurality of 
values ". A plurality of values II, 12, and 13 is shown in Fig. 3 A of the subject application. 

Contrary to the Examiner's statement that all elements of claim 1 are disclosed in Saar '035, 
"a power supply unit for outputting a plurality of values of driving current to the light-emitting 
device; and a control unit for outputting a plurality of control signals to the power supply unit so as 
to make the power supply unit output said plurality of values of driving current" are not, so the 
rejection is unsupported by the art and should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner has not demonstrated that Saar '035 describes, teaches, or suggests the 
following features set forth in claim 1 : "power supply unit for outputting a plurality of values of 
driving current to the light-emitting device; and a control unit for outputting a plurality of control 
signals to the power supply unit so as to make the power supply unit output said plurality of values 
of driving current," in combination with the other claimed features. 

Thus, in view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that the rejection of claim 1 
should be withdrawn. Additionally, Applicant respectfully submits that the rejection of claim 3 
should be withdrawn by virtue of its dependency. 
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The Examiner has rejected claim 4 under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated b USP 5.459.312 
fGurner '312V 

Claim 4 has been canceled herein, without prejudice or disclaimer as to its subject matter. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that this rejection of claim 4 should be withdrawn. 

An Information Disclosure Statement was filed on January 6, 2006. However, the Examiner 
did not initial next to one of the documents listed on the corresponding PTO-1449. Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner provide a complete PTO-1449 demonstrating that all 
documents have been considered. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, all claims currently 
being examined are respectfully believed to be in condition for allowance, which action, at an early 
date, is requested.
